Wil jam Bliss Carman who ;s rank- 
ed as Canada's greatest lyric poet. 
.'. nd one of t.hc most, famous poets, 
in the world, was born a! Frederic- 
tori In 1PC1. Ko was educated in the 
Collegiate School in that city, sun 
'.iter took an Arts course at the Cni- 
versity of New Brusswiek. He esrtt- 
oi his M . A . in !SS4, led in liiflt. Was 
granted the oegre-- of 1A..D. He has 
also studied in the Universities or 
Edinburgh an-i Harvard 

Mr- Carman ha.s had an exceed- 
ins'.y voried career, a? at various. 
Times he hsr studied law. practised 
c-s^nserint and ta.ught school. He 
vas also on the Editorial staff of 
the Nct York Independent, a.nd hr.s 
been connected with the Cosmopolite 
an, th* Anilintic Monthly, and tht 
Chicago Chap Book.

"Pipes of Pan" While his more re-

And "Later Poems".

tiee m ■wh-.ch he declared that the 
local institution excelled. 

With the development of the course, 
of lectures «ponso>-ei3 and financed hy 
Dr- Mayo t r which he ga.ve the ope-i- 
ing lecture yent^rday. the University 
will have e^ery advantage now enjoy- 
ed by t'ne MJnn^toUi school, according 
to the famous ruigeon. 

"Great Britain i? the only European 
country in which the students of 
medical science have recovered fr.im 
the WorM war." ti nted Dr. Mayo. "At 
the present Mme she is the iirlva'led

ITEMS AND METHODS 



Many of the greatest and most reputable business concerns 
in America arc to-day praising study and high ^rade scholarship. 
They have learned to appreciate the trained mind, and their com- 
mendation is based on sound practical reason. They do not laud 
the man of erudition merely because his mind is full of detailed 
information. In business there is a continual search for men who 
have Ic.irneil to think correctly and who can see life in proper 
prospective At present straight thinking is eveiywhere at a pie- 
miurn. 

In laying great emphasis on content lather than on method, 
our educational system seems to be at fault. Even more than the 
subject matter, the plan of study is the gient determining factor 
in the actual concrete value of an education. The tendency, to- 
day, is to prescribe a monumental pile t'f work for every student, 
and to get a knowledge of these, sufficient to pass an examina- ] 
tîon. he often crams it all violently. The result is only a superfi- ; 
cial insight into the subject. 

The student has only scrached the merest surface, and has mis- ! 
sed the treasures below. Insufficient time has not allowed him to ; 
probe deeply, and to make the >pirit of his siuclir« his own. In . 
many cases a positive hatred of study is the only consequence of j 
the compulsion prescription. Memorizing of countless detail* and 
readings has too much taken place of theme work and original 
thinking. 

Education should not be wholly a memory test in names, 
contexts, dates, and definitions. The latter are important only .11 
incidentals, and may be found in any good encyclopaedia. Of 
far greater, and more permanent value is the formation of habits 
which look for the basic principles that bind facts together, the 
ability to find underlying laws. It is in this respect that fault may 
be found with ordinary examinations. As long detailed tests of 
memory they arc splendid They measure well the persistent, 
steady work of many. Il is necessary that the memory ability and 
the qualities of persistence, as well as the information possessed 
by the student be known. Even a parrot, given time, can learn 
by rote. Examinations as we know ihcm rlo not lest sufficiently in- 
nate ability and clear original thinking. There is not time for 
: thinking if the many facts called for arc all written. 

A «reat pcrccntacc of college men. outside of those in (he 
special schools, do not decide to follow teaching careers in ihier 
«spécial subjects. "I his fact should condition much of university 
work, inasmuch as that which in learned are not as important as 
•.he way in which it is I corned. The most imporlanl requisite is 
the ability to analyze, to look for fundamentals, (o see ihc rela- 
tion between cause and effect. Education then should as much as 
poîîiblc l>e a training in correct, clear thinking. That ability, in 
whatever subjects if is gained, ii more precious then all the in- 
formation of a spcciiil course in itself. 

Methods, then, not mere details are what count. The West-

A correspondent calls attention to the. practice f ,f defacing

to be ihe inevitable. But the scope of the moton is much larger. 
He comes to a lecture without an overcoat ami surreptitiously de- 
part» clothed in the best that is of easy access. l ie picks up n 
utray note-book and pays no atlention to ihc losl and found col- 
umn afterwards. He carves vulgar imagery on walls and desks. I le 
purloins text-books from the library.

His nctionn are not motivated by an 
ethical outlook. I lis moral development has not kept pace with 
his educational. Rather the Iwo follow rapidly diverging lines. I le 
is probably a relic of uncrupulous nnceslors. 

What can be done lo eradicate the pcsl from a university 
where his actions are particularly out of place? Ostracize him frorn 
the society of decent people would be ihc proper punishment. 
But the vandal's methods arc too subtle lo leave any incriminat- 
ing evidence. Our predecesaora found no efficient means of de- 
tecting him, or preventing his work. There seems little likelihood 
that the present-day students can accomplish this. In fact wc 
might well throw our hundn up helplessly and hope for better
